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Alch Disputes /MeCord Testimony 


. . .Lawyer Denies Suggesting Blaming CIA 


HIS SIDE OF STORY ...is told by Gerald Alch. 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


lawyer who represented James 
W. M«Cord Jr. at the Watergate 
trial testified Wednesday he 
never suggested that McCord 
should blame the CIA for the 
break-in at Democratic Party 
headquarters. 


In a 1 Va-hour appearance 


before the Senate Watergate 
committee, Gerald Alch angrily 
accused his former client of 
making allegations against him 
that are "in some instances com- 
pletely false and in other in- 
stances have been twisted out of 
context into untruths" to serve 
some unknown purpose. 


"What kind of man is this?'" 


Alch said he asked himself after 
McCord accused him last Friday 
of pressing the CIA defense. 


Alch outlined a relationship 


that ranged from effusive praise 
to unanswered telephone calls 
and finally replacement 
after 


McCord's conspiracy-burglary- 
wiretap conviction with attorney 
Bernard W. Fensterwald Jr, 
representing him. 


And, with Fensterwald sitting 


a few rows behind him, Alch 
quoted Fensterwald as saying at 
one point. 


"We're going after the Presi- 


dent of the United States." 


Earlier, the senators heard 


two former White House 
employes say they knew they 
were breaking the law by 
relaying executive 
clemency 


offers to McCord in the midst of 
the trial. 


John J. Caulfield said he was 


spurred on in the belief that 
President Nixon had made the 
offer. 


But Alch said he was totally ig- 


norant of it if such offers were 
made. 


In fact, he said, when another 


lawyer mentioned the possibility 
"I stated my opinion the Presi- 
dent would not touch this case 
with a 10-foot pole." 


The lawyer, Alch said, was 


William 0. Bittman who 
represents E. Howard Hunt, one 
of McCord's co-conspirators. 


"Bittman said, 'You can never 


tell, when Christmas time rolls 
around and they receive 
executive clemency. . .,' " Alch 
testified 


"I subsequently mentioned 


this to McCord in a most skep- 
tical manner and said to him, 
•Jim, it can be Christmas, Easter 
and Thanksgiving all rolled into 
one, but in my opinion the Presi- 
dent will not touch this case with 
a 10-foot pole so don't rely on 
offers of executive clemency " 


McCord had said that he 


received such offers repeatedly. 


" from Caulfield and Hunt—dating 
back to September 1972. 


McCord was in the hearing 


room during part of the time 
Alch was reading his statement, 
then retired to a stairwell to read 
a copy. 


Fensterwald approached 


Chairman Sam J. Ervin, D-N.C., 
when the committee recessed 
for the day and asked that he and 
McCord be permitted to testify 
Thursday morning in response. 


Alch said that during the trial 


McCord repeatedly and effusive- 
ly stated his confidence in him. 


"At no time did he ever state 


to me that he believed the 
Watergate operation to be legal 
as a result of the allged Involve- 
ment of the then attorney 
general, the counsel to the Presi- 
dent or anyone else," Alch said 


These were claims McCord 


has made. 


Alch said McCord wanted to 


base his defense on the fact that 
as security chief of the Com- 
mittee for the Re-election of the 
President he was after informa- 
tion about groups planning 
potentially 
violent 


demonstrations. He said McCord 
mailed him clippings and 
memoranda along that, line con- 
stantly as he prepared for the 
trial. 


"One such memorandum," 


Alch said, "listed and discussed 
such topics as 'the Mafia and the 
Democratic National Committee 
funds and personnel,' 'Flying 
Tigers and Anna Chennault,' 
'Israel and the Mafia.' " 


McCord also sent him a note 


reflecting telephone calls he 
made to the Israeli and Chilean 
embassies, Alch said. McCord 


claims he made the calls, iden- 
tifying himself as a Watergate 
defendant, in an effort to have 
the government disclose 
wiretaps. 


Alch said he planned to use 


"the defense of duress"—which 
holds that an illegal act can be 
condoned if it prevents a greater 
harm and said flatly that 
McCord's assertions he wanted 
to blame the operation on the 
CIA was "absurd and completely 
untrue." 


"Mr McCord's allegation that 


I announced my ability to forge 
his CIA personnel records with 
the cooperation of then acting 
CIA Director (James R.) 
Schlesinger, is absurd and com- 
pletely untrue. . .No such state- 
ment was ever made." 


Caulfield told the committee 


had no personal knowledge that 
the offer of executive clemency 
to McCord had come from Presi- 
dent Nixon. Nixon reiterated 
Tuesday he made no such 
authorization 


Caulfield, who left his White 


House job in March 1972 to go to 
the Treasury Department, said 
he knew the offer he relayed to 
McCord was illegal when he 
made it in January, during the 
trial. 


"I know when wrongdoing is 


occurring," he said. "My 
loyalties, especially to the Presi- 
dent of the United States, 
overrided those considerations." 


The committee recessed its 


fourth day of televised hearings 
until 10 a.m. Thursday after Alch 
read his statement. He will be 
questioned then by the -seven 
senators on the committee. 


Anthony T 
Ulasewicz, the 


former 
New York City 


policeman who was Caulfield's 
go-between with McCord, also 
said he knew his actions were il- 
legal But he said he assumed 
the messages he passed to 
McCord came from the White 
House 


Caulfield said he did not ask 


for and was not offered immuni- 
ty from prosecution for his 
testimony 


Caulfield repeated earlier 


testimony that he was acting as a 
reluctant messenger in the 
clemency offers for John W 
Dean III. who was White House 
counsel at the time Dean was 
fired by the President April 30. 


"You mentioned that Mr. 


Dean had instructed you to say 
that it comes from way up at the 
top9" Sen.

Legislature Rejects Tax Slash 


. . . Homestead Exemption Hike Tentatively OKd

Not once, but twice, the 


Legislature Wednesday rejected 
an opportunity to reduce the 
1973 personal income tax rate 
from 15ri to 13%. 


But lawmakers did tentatively 


approve an increase in 
homestead tax exemptions for 
low income elderly Nebraskans. 
The boost in exemptions will ul- 
timately cost an estimated $8 
million a year. * 


Senators considered a plethora 


of revenue proposals — rejecting 
most of them — during a full day 
of debate on four tax revision 
bills. 


But the rejection of the 


proposed income tax decrease 
was the most astonishing 


Sen Jerome Warner of Waver- 


ly proposed the tax reduction, 


retroactive to Jan 1 and effec- 
tive only for 1973. 


Fiscal estimates', Warner 


noted', indicate that the state will 
collect $15.6 million more than it 
needs to fund all 1973-74 budget 
bills and all other spending 
measures still pending before 
the Legislature. 


A reduction of the income tax 


rate to 13% would return about 
$12 million of that surplus to 
taxpayers, Warner pointed out. 


Needing 25 votes, Warner's 


motion failed on a 21-18 count. 


Minutes later. Sen 
Wally 


Barnett of Lincoln asked the 
Legislature to reconsider the 
Warner proposal, 6ut his motion 
fell one vote short on a 24-18 
score 


Warner told newsmen he is 


"not sure I understnad" why the 
proposal was rejected, although

political benefits of a tax reduc- 
tion in 1974. an election year, in- 
stead of in 1973 Some senators 
opposed a reduction in income 
tax rates without a correspon- 
ding cut in the sales tax. 


Ten of 13 Democratic senators 


voted against the tax decrease, 
as did nine of the 13 Omaha 
senators 


The Warner proposal was 


offered as an amendment to 
LB529, a bill revising the state 
sales and income tax law 


Sen. Terry Carpenter of 


Scottsbluff won 28-8 consent for 
an amendment to LB114 which 
would hike the homestead 
exemption for low income elder- 
ly persons irom a current 25% of 
actual value (np to $125) to 90% 
ot the first $7,500 of actual value 
in 1973, then to 90% of the first 
$15,000 in 1974. 


Under current law. the 25% 


exemption would jump to 50% 
in 1974, up to a maximum of 
$250 


Prior to Carpenter's amend- 


ment. LB114 proposed a 1973 
exemption of 25'} of the first 
$15.000 and a 1974 exemption of 
50rr of the first $15,000. 


Estimated 1974 costs of $13,- 


440,000 under the original bill 
would be boosted some $8 
million by the 90% exemption 
plan, it was estimated by the 
Department of Revenue. 


In order to be eligible, a 


homeowner must be 65 or older 
and live within the following an- 
nual income limits- $2.800 for a 
single person; $3.550 for a cou- 
ple, one of whom,is 65 or older. 
$4,300 for a couple, both of 
whom are 65 or older.

House Upholds Veto 
Of Budget-Aide Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Nixon won a key test of his power 
Wednesday when the House upheld his 
veto of a bill to require Senate approval 
of his top budget aides 


The vote to override the veto was 236 to 


178, or 40 short of the two-thirds majority 
needed to force the bill into law over his 
protest Those voting to sustain Nixon in- 
cluded 167 Republicans, while 18 of their 
GOP colleagues joined 218 Democrats 
against the President 


The action came just a day after the 


Senate handed Nixon a six-vote defeat on 
the bill. 


The Senate had voted 62 to 22 to 


override, with Republicans casting all 
votes in support of Nixon while 48 
Demoprats and 14 Republicans joined in 
opposition. 


The legislation would have abolished 


the jobs of Director Roy Ash and Deputy 
Director Frederic Malek of the 
President's Office of Management and 
Budget, and would have promptly set up 
similar posts requiring the new step of 
Senate confirmation of presidential 
nominees. 


Nixon denounced 
this as un- 


constitutional and a "back-door method" 
of getting around presidential authority 
to remove an officer he has appointed. 


Congressional opponents of the bill said 


it would set a precedent whereby 
Congress would remove executive of- 
ficers by means other than inpeachment 
by the House and conviction by the 
Senate But the bill's supporters claimed 
the office has become a powerful one 
with a chief role in impounding money 
approved by Congress. 


A major reason why enactment was 


sought, backers agreed, was to enable^ 
-VsJi to be questioned about his activities" 


as head of Litton Industries, a con- 
glomerate with millions in federal 
military contracts Opponents of the bill 
termed it an attempt to "get Ash, to axe 
Ash." 


Rep. Frank Horton, R-N.Y., without 


mentioning Watergate by name, told the 
House during floor debate that action was 
being taken "in an atmosphere where 
there is great and justified public concern 
about the use and abuse of power." 


Horton, a leading backer of the 


President's veto, added that while he is 
not contending any congressman would 
vote to override without regard to the 
bill's substance, "I am certain that to 
some extent t h a t 
t e m p t a t i o n 


exists—especially for members who are 
as shocked and appalled as I have become 
over some of the revelations of these past 
few months." 


House Speaker Carl Albert, D-Okla., at- 


tacked the President's contention that 
the bill is unconstitutional. Albert main- 
tained Congress has the constitutional 
power to subject the budget chief and his 
deputy to Senate confirmation. Rep Chet 
Holifield, D-Calif , chief House author of 
the bill, said the budget officials are more 
powerful than any Cabinet officer who 
must undergo Senate confirmation.

Richardson's confirmation, by 


;i \ote of 82 to 3. gave him his 
third top Cabinet post under 
Nixon. Richardson has been 
secretary of health, education 
and welfare and secretary of 
defense He also served as un- 
dersecretary of state. 


Earlier in the day, Richardson 


had been approved unanimously 
by the Senate Judiciary Com- 
mittee 


His Senate approval amounts 


to a green light for Archibald 
Cox. the man named by Richard- 
son as special Watergate 
prosecutor As one of his first 
acts. Cox conducted a meeting 
with the regular prosecutors 
who have been pursuing the 
Watergate case for 11 months 


On Wednesday morning. 


President 
Nixon met with 


Republican congressional 
leaders at the White House and 
sought to reassure them per- 
sonally that he had no involve- 
ment in the web of Watergate 
scandals. 


The 22 GOP congressmen and 


senators responded with a stan- 
ding ovation But Senate Minori- 
ty Leader Hugh Scott, R-Pa. 
said later he thought that Nixon 
"could have been more vigilant" 
in spotting the Watergate 
coverup. 


In another development, 


James .R. Schlesinger. director 
of the Central Intelligence Agen 
cy. said he believes there was a 
combination of poor judgment 
by CIA officials who became in- 
volved in the Watergate 
developments 
and 


overzealousness by White House 
aides 


Schlesinger made the com- 


ments before he testified at a 
closed session of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee 


In a statement issued Tuesday. 


Nixon said that shortly after the 
Watergate breakm. he was in- 
formed of the possibility that 
there was CIA involvement. 
Nixon said at that time he was 
concerned that the investigation 
of the 
b u r g l a r y of the 


Democratic National Committee 
headquarters could, then, un- 
cover covert CIA activities un- 
related to the breakm 


Nixon said he instructed H R 


H a l d e m a n and J o h n D 
Ehrhchman, then his two top 
.iides. to make sure that the 
Watergate breakm didn't expose 
unrelated CIA activities

Nixon told the GOP con- 


gressional delegation at the

More than 60 B17 Fortress 


bombers were destroyed along 
with most of the precious 100- 
octane gasoline, bombs and 
maintenance equipment needed 
for operations. 


Luckily, loss of life was minor 


But it was the heaviest single 
blow against U.S. forces by the 
German Luftwaffe in all World 
War II. 


And Glenn B. Infield, retired 


U.S. Air Force-pilot major who 
tells the complete story for the 
first time in public in "The 
Poltava Affair." is convinced the 
disaster stemmed 
from a 


deliberate Soviet tip to the 
enemy 


At Stalin's Behest? 


The tip was planted. Infield is 


convinced, at Stalin's investiga- 
tion becuase he then believed he 
could defeat the Nazis without 
further American help (except 
supplies ( Wanting no foreigners 
in Russia while proceeding with 
his final military-political ac 
tions Infield says. Stalin hoped a 
d e v a s t a t i n g raid on the 
American force would dis 
courage the U.S and force a 
recall 


The resulting bitterness over 


the Poltava incident between 
American officials and military 
and their Soviet counterparts 
Infield also belieyes. led directly 
to the years of ' cold war' mis- 
trust and frustration between 
the two victorious allies 


S t a l i n never did want 


Americans or other foreigners 
except the necessary diplomatic 
and supply personnel) in the 
Soviet Union, documents con- 
firm When the idea of installing 
a ir bases on Soviet soil first was 
broached by the U.S . it took 


nearly a year of persuasion and 
bargaining to win the dictator's 
approval 


The reason for establishing 


such bases was militarily simple. 
With Germany under day and 
night air attack, many aircraft 
factories were moved farther 
north Bombers from Britain 
could not carry sufficient fuel to 
reach them and make the return 
trip. 


But Bombers could hit.the 


northern targets, land in the 
Soviet Ukraine, refuel and then 
return to British bases 
Grudgingly. Stalin finally per- 
mitted three such bases at 
Poltava and 
Mirgorod and a 


long-range fighter base at nearby 
Piryatin, all in the Ukraine 
about 200 miles inside Russia 
from the Romanian border. 


U.S. Air Force Lt. Gen. Ira C 


Eaker commanded 130 For- 
tresses and 70 long-range 
fighters on the first mission 
flying from bases ,in Italy, at- 
tacking targets in nearby Axis 
Hungary and then going on to 
the Soviet bases One Fortress 
was lost (Some 1,300 American 
mechanics and other personnel 
preceded these planes) 


But the adventure's Achilles 


heel was that everything at the 
bases, including takeoffs and 
targeting, weather information 
and communications and. above 
all. protection against Nazi at- 
tack, remained in Russian 
hands And it was made ap- 
parent quickly that Russia op- 
posed the so-called shuttle bom 
bing of Germany plan 
but 


wanted targets in nearby Axis- 
allied countries bombed 


First One On D-Day 


With Soviet permission, the 


first American attack was set for 
June 6. the date of D-Day, the in- 
vasion of France It was carried 
out against Romanian oil in- 
stallations the planes returning 
to Soviet bases The second 
operation was against targets 
near Bucharest 
Romania's 


capital, and this time, the 
planes again commanded by 
Eakei. flew on to their Italian 
bases 
The> were quickly 


replaced by other American For- 
tresses and fighters from 
England 


Then, in the early morning 


hours of June 22, Nazi bombers 
and fighters in two echelons took 
off to attack the bomber bases at 
Poltava and Mirgorod Infield in- 
terviewed the pilot who cam- 
manded that operation and was 
informed that the planes headed 
tor Mirgorod strayed, so they 
were directed to hit the Poltava 
target instead. Thus Poltava 
took the full weight of two raids. 


The Nazis bombed and strafed 


for more than two hours. Light 
machine guns the Russians in- 
stalled on the ground as anti- 
aircraft ''protection" were 
useless against the attackers' 


More significantly, infield 


points out, hundreds of Soviet 
fighter planes (Yaks) were 
within easy reach of Poltava 
during the raid. But despite 
radio appeals for help, not a 
single one appeared during those 
two hours. 


Nor. Infield adds, would the 


Soviets permit the American 
fighters at nearby Piryatin field 
to take off and attack the Nazi 
raiders The Nazi commander 
told Infield years later he was 
flabbergasted that no attack was 
mounted against him 


The American persisted in 


stationing diminishing numbers 
of planes and men at the Soviet 
bases for a year after the Poltava 
disaster They engaged not1 in 
shuttle raids, but smaller affairs 
chiefly against Axis satellite 
targets The last two American 
planes left the Poltava base one 
year to the day after the Poltava 
raid. Concludes Infield: 


"The disaster at Poltava was a 


disaster for the entire free world 


But no one realized it until it 


was too late." 


When it was realized, the 


years-long cold war was getting 
into full swing

Kissinger told 
newsmen he and Tho will meet 
again on June 6 to complete 
their new accord designed to 
stop cease-fire violations. 


Kissinger's chief aide in the 


cease-fire talks. William 
Sullivan, was in Saigon to report 
to President Nguyen Van Thieu 
on the Paris sessions. 


Kissinger. §miling and visibly 


relaxed, read a prepared state- 
ment which he said he had 
cleared in advance with Tho. 


"He will confirm what I am 


saying," Kissinger declared. 


He said Sullivan, a deputy 


assistant secretary of state, was 
submitting agreed proposals to 
Thieu in Saigon and hinted that 
neither the United States nor 
Hanoi would allow possible 


objections from Thieu to prevent 
conclusion of the new agreement 
at the next session. 


Sullivan flew to Saigon 


Tuesday night after attending 
Kissinger-Tho meetings for a 
total of more than 30 hours and 
several meetings at expert level, 
including a 12-hour session Sun- 
day 


Kissinger conferred with Tho 


for almost seven hours 
Wednesday making a total of 
more than 31 hours of intensive 
talks with the North Vietnamese 
leader since May 17 


Details of the proposals the 


two men worked out were not 
disclosed.

sides marked all sessions of the 
latest round of talks between the 
two peace negotiators.

Close examination of the text of President Nixon's latest 


statement on Watergate and related affairs is needed if one 
is to avoid improper conclusions. We would take issue 
ourselves with some of the news stories and headlines that 
have accompanied the Nixon statement. 


The Associated Press said that Nixon stated he unwit- 


tingly helped cover up efforts. The headline on the story 
said, "Nixon Admits Aiding Coverup." The text of the 
President's remarks do not sustain either the AP statement 
or the headline. 


Nixon really said little more about his own personal in- 


volvement in Watergate than he has said in the past. Seeking 
the spirit of what the President said in his remarks this 
week, one might summarize that he admitted that he did 
certain things that might have contributed to the Watergate 
coverup but if so. it was purely unintentional 


That is a long way from 
'aiding the coverup.'" Ad- 


ditionally, the President continues steadfastly to deny any 
advance knowledge of either the Watergate, the burglary of 
Daniel Ellsberg's psychiatrist's office or the other campaign 
skulduggery of 1972. 


We would say that our reading of the President's state- 


ment leaves us with the feeling that it rings true in most 
regards. That is. the statement does seem logical and plausi- 
ble, for the most part. 


If you believe what the President says, you must con- 


clude, however, that he did make administrative errors. It 
was certainly an administrative mistake not to be aware of 
so much of what was going on within the top echelon of his 
administration. The President, however, does not deny this. 


* 
His statement boils down to an admission of mistakes in 


judgment in some areas and a lack.of proper awareness of 
things in others It demonstrates, also, an unwarranted con- 
fidence in others but all of these are human mistakes 


They are mistakes that constitute a liability for the 


President and his party but they do not indict the President 
on moral or ethical grounds Of course, this episode, as 
Nixon agrees, has shown the need for tough, new campaign 
financing laws. 


Additionally, the relating of events by the. President 


shows the potential for abuse that exists within the various 
investigatory agencies of the federal government—the FBI, 
the Central Intelligence Agency, the Defense Intelligence 
Agency and the Justice Department, 


It now develops that it was the obstinancy of the late J 


Edgar Hoover and his unswerving sense of righteousness 
that prevented clandestine operations in the name of 
national security that had full potential for even more il- 
legal activities Hoover bluntly refused to do things that 
might.have compromised or embarrassed his agency. 


If Nixon had had a whole administration of Hoovers, 


what took place at the Wateragate and elsewhere might 
never have happened One of the causes of all this was the 
failure of executives under Nixon to inform their boss and to 
bite the bullet in any choice between right and wrong 


This ought to be a concern of both Congress and the ad- 


ministration. This nation does not want the kind of in- 
vestigatory apparatus that can so easily be turned into a 
police state operation. 


And the men who head these agencies must be among 


the most scrupulous, dedicated and personally strong in- 
dividuals that can be found. This entire situation leaves us 
with a host of challenges beyond the involvement of the 
President, and his involvement may really be one of the least 
important matters.

Early pioneers found a simple 


windmill could be made from an 
old wagon axle, coffee boxes and 
scrap iron sometimes as cheaply 
as a dollar and a half Pour 
wooden cross-arm braces held it 
secure

upon the homemade kind since 
they could be governed by cen- 
trifugal force This control was 
quite necessary since the wind 
out here on the prairie 
sometimes reached a great 
velocity and some type of self- 
control was needed or the wheel 
would almost seem to go spin- 
ning off into space. 
• In hot summer days of 
drought, water had to be drawn 
by human hands for thirsty cat- 
tle and horses. This was 
exhausting work. 


Something was needed to lift 


the water from the well as it 
filled 
something other than 


tired hands. A windmill was in- 
expensive and there was plenty 
of wind to furnish the power for 


turning the wheel How elated 
the pioneer must have been 
when he could put a windmill on 
his fertile acres His deep well 
would now provide a constant 
supply of water 
far better 


than the shallow wells that often 
were soon exhausted 


Something very American 


has passed from the scene, for it 
was at the watering tank the 
teams were led to drink after a 
day in the field It was here. too. 
the water jtigs were filled for 
taking to the field and barefoot 
children paused from their play 
to drink long and deep of the 
cold water 
The water was 


pumped through a cooling tank 
in the well house where butter 
and cream were kept through 
the hot summer months, so the 
windmill served the housewife 
too

Chairman 
Khrushchev was talking about 
the inevitable struggle between 
the Soviet Union and the West, 
in which the socialist system was 
going to surpass the industrial 
and agricultural production of 
the capitalist nations and "bury" 
us as a result of our own con- 
tradictions. 


Well, we havo our contradic- 


tions and our problems - the 
Watergate puts them on the 
television all day long 
but the 


Soviet Union has its own 
problems at home, its longing 
for a decent life for its oeoole. its 


ideological conflict with China, 
its technological lags and its 
savage political conspiracies at 
home that make Watergate seem 
almost innocent 


Nevertheless 
Moscow is 


changing and adjusting to the 
economic determinism of the 
coming age. to the imperatives 
of the computer and the now- 
scientific revolution, to the need 
for peace in the West if it is 
going to have trouble with China 
in the East

durable, lasting peace than ever 
before.

By Fund

Many people are deeply sym- 


pathetic toward older people 
who are alone and lonely. Often 
those with means would like to 
do something tangible. But they 
don't know just how to go about 
it. 


Many well-to-do folks have 


built group residences for older 
people in their areas. Others 
have set up trust funds to help 
elders augment inadequate pen- 
sions. Some have financed 
summer outings and vacations 
for older people .who would 
otherwise never go anyplace. 


Several years ago Mrs. Marion 


H. Potter became aware that 
Christmas was probably the un- 
happiest time of the year for 
elders who lived alone. Although 
blessed with family and friends 
herself, she always felt sad as 
yule approached as she thought 
about older people in her New 
England community who would 
be sitting at home alone. 


She- recalled that when she 


was younger one of her biggest 
thrills was going into New York 
City for a day on the town, 
enjoying the sights, restaurants 
and theaters. 


So in her will she set up a 


Potter Fund for Christmas 
Outings. The fund authorizes a 
local social agency to invite at 
Christmastime several dozen 
older people without families 
who were destined to spend the 
day at home alone. They are told 
to be dressed and ready for a gay 
yuletide adventure. 


Then on Christmas morning, a 


limousine comes and picks up 
these people and drives them 
into New York City for a 
wonderful day on the town. They 
drive up and down the 
boulevards, seeing the sights and 
lights. Then they go to one of the 
best restaurants for a bountiful 
dinner. Later have orchestra 
seats to the best show in town. 
Then they are driven back to 
their homes after a day filled 
with unaccustomed luxury, 
excitement 
and 
new 


experiences. 


This is just one example of 


what a private individual with 
means may do to add meaning 
and significance to the lives of 
older neighbors who may 
otherwise be neglected. 


A few months ago we wrote 


about visiting retirement com- 
munities in California and 
Arizona where we saw dozens of 
elders riding about doing their 
errands on big. adult tricycles 
(three-wheelers) The riders told 
me they found these vehicles 
ideal for going to the store, to 
the post office, or to visit friends 
in the area 


They said the three-wheel 


feature gave them much more 
stability than if they were riding 
a bicycle, yet it provided all the 
excercise and pleasure of regular 
bicycling 


A number of readers have 


written to ask where they could 
obtain such a tricycle So I sent 
out an SOS which now reveals 
that one of the major manufac- 
turers is the Matthews Co., 9142 
East La Rosa Drive. Temple Ci- 
ty. Calif. When I talked with the 
Matthews folks they told me the 
vehicles range in cost from $120 
to $165. and that they can be 
ordered through any bicycle 
shop

with him," Hollmgs said 


"In view of the disintegration 


of the closed and distrustful 
Nixon administration and by our 
loyalty to the ideals of 
democratic self-government, we 
become the custodians of our 
political system. * 


Senate Democratic Leader 


Mike Mansfield sounded a 
similar theme and said con- 
gressional Democrats will do 
"whatever we can do to purify, 
to renew and to strengthen the 
political processes of the 
nation "

we produced the first telethon"

He said that the 
telethon offers the opportunity 
to raise funds from thousands of 
small contributors rather than 
relying on big givers.

, bought the car's four -acre loca- 
tion bordering the town's east 
edge Dr. C E. Brown of

Ideal for picnicking,

shaded area is adjacent to a dam 
which backs up enough water for 
boating. A boat ramp is one of 
the project's main priorities. 


"Both the site and the car will

Stepping Into Park Like 
Walk In Another World 


By SAM THORSON 


Outstate Nebraska Bureau 
Barada — Stepping into Indian 


Cave State Park for a walk on a 
spring morning is like stepping 
into another world. And in a lot 
of ways, it really is 


The immediate impression is 


of new greenery and colorful 
bursts of blooming 
redbud. 


dogwood 
and wild crab 


sprinkled throughout the rolling 
hills and hollows. Then, a little 
deeper into the park, a brisk 
climb to the top of a hill yields 
an exhilarating view of the 
Missouri River 


Gleaming in the morning light 


as it winds beneath the wooded 
bluffs nearly 400 feet below, the 
strange nature of Indian Cave 
State Park. 


The point where it leaves the 


state near Rulo some 30 river 
miles downstream is the lowest 
in the state. And the river and 
surrounding countryside share 
Nebrasks's heaviest rainfall (34 
inches) and longest growing 
season (167 days). 


Those conditions are an open 


invitation to flora and fauna. 


"Some of the trees that usual- 


ly grow farther south sneak up 
the river," explains University of 
Nebraska botanist John David- 
son. 
"They can't go much 


farther north " 


Chunk of Ozarks 


So biologically, Indian Cave is 


more like a chunk of the Ozarks 
or northwest Tennessee hill 
country than Nebraska prairie. 


That accounts for the peculiar 


sights 
Orchids in Nebraska? 


Yes. along with sycamore, 
basswood, downey hawthorn, 
shellbark hickory and other trees 
one might expect to read about 
in "Gone With the Wind " 


In the treetops live such 


Dixieland denizens as the whip- 
poorwill, woodcock and 
nighthawk, who in turn might be 
eyeing the circling flight of a 
turkey buzzard (technically a 
condor) 


Perhaps the crowning con- 


federate curiosity is a tree which 
resembles a magnolia but bears 
a banana-like, edible fruit. 
Known locally as "Missouri 
banana," it was known to Mark 
Twain, Jefferson 
Davis and 


Stephen Foster as the pawpaw. 


Besides the southern imports, 


the park sports eastern 
deciduous trees such as maple 
and white oak, scores of bird

The park area must have been 


at least as delightful for the In- 
dian as it is for the modern-day 
walker 
Besides fuel, shelter 


and water, and the straight 
branches of the Wahoo burning 
bush for arrow shafts, there's 
much food available for the 
picking. 


Along with morels and paw- 


paws, there are blackberries, 
strawberries, mulberries, 
raspberries, 
chokechernes. 


hazelnuts, black walnuts, wild 
black cherry, wild plums and 
grapes, ginseng and eucalyptus 
growing. Incidentally, there are 
also poison oak and poison ivy. 


As was often the Indian's mis- 


fortune, the neighborhood went 
to hell when white folks moved 
in. First the land between the 
Big and Little Nemahas was 
decreed a "Half-Breed Tract." 
The progeny of Indians and 
white trappers were shunned by 
both red man and white and 
were the true outcasts of the 
prairie. Indian Cave State Park 
became part of their home. 


The Pawnees were later final- 


ly and utterly banished to Nance 
County, in a ceremony near 


Nebraska City, filled with pomp 
and ceremony and attended by 
J Sterling Morton 


Appropriately, many of the 


original white settlers im- 
migrated from the same states 
as the pawpaws, whippoorwills 
and copperheads Traces of the 
life-style brought by the hill peo- 
ple from their southeastern 
homes can still be found, in the 
form of hollowed-out holes in 
the hills — once the hiding 
places for illegal moonshine 
stills 


Noteworthy Visitors 


Among the more noteworthy 


to set foot on what is now Indian 
Cave State Park were John 
Brown, who led slaves through 
on his "underground railroad" 
route to Nebraska City; and 
William Quantrill, who reputed- 
ly hid in the park's namesake 
cave with his Raiders after their 
bloody attack on Lawrence, 
Kan 
in 1863 


The cave has been bulldozed 


in by a former landowner who 
resented the state s condemna- 
tion of part of his land for the 
park 
Even if it can be cleaned 


out. it is uncertain whether the 
petroglyphs which gave the cave 
its name still exist. 


But despite the taming of the 


land for hundreds of miles in 
any direction. Indian Cave 
remains much the same as it did 
eons ago, when a chunk of 
southern hill country lost its way 
somewhere in Missouri and 
ended up in the middle of the 
Great Plains

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Seminar Seeking To Increase 
Alcohol Abuse Study Concern

A estate-sponsored attempt to 


increase concern in the 
academic setting for research 
and study in alcohol abuse has 
attracted to Lincoln some 25 
professionals for a one-week 
seminar on the topic. 


The seminar, co-sponsored by 


the University of Nebraska, the 
State; Division on Alcoholism 
and Jhe Nebraska Psychiatric 
Institute, is aimed particularly at 
higher education where "there is 
relatively little concern," accor- 
ding- to Clayton Rivers, 
alcoholism training specialist in 
the NjU psychology department 
in Lincoln. 


Rivers noted there are "very 


few courses" on the subject in 
colleges nationwide, although 


alcoholism must be seen as one 
of the "major problems" facing 
society. 


He said study of alcoholism 


should be a part of study in a 
number of disciplines, such as 
education and business, in which 
graduates should know how to 
handle problems related to 
alcohol abuse. 


"Typically there's some men- 


tion in health courses, but not 
proportional to the problem," 
said Rivers. 


Rivers said he hopes the 


seminar will help develop in- 
terest for expansion of course 
offerings related to alcoholism 
and prompt more research. 


"If nothing else, we hope to 


stimulate some thought and con- 
cern," he said. "That would be 
significant."

Kruger said the goal of the 


project, funded by the U.S. 
Transportation Dept.'s National 
Highway Traffic Safety Ad- 
ministration, will be to reduce 
the frequency of traffic ac- 
cidepts in the area by consistent 


and continuous enforcement of 
traffic laws. 


The patrol has always been in- 


volved in selective enforcement, 
Kruger said, but has never been 
able to concentrate a number of 
officers in an area long enough 
to properly evaluate the results. 


Evaluations of the new 


program will be considered in 
future planning for assigning 
personnel to problem areas, he 
said. 


The team will supplement 


existing patrol officers in repor- 
ting hazardous road conditions 
and accident investigations. The 
officers will primarily devote 
their time to the state highway 
system while giving some atten- 
tion to secondary roadways. 


The area was selected after 


evaluating statistical data of the 
Roads Dept.'s accident records 
bureau. 


The field of alcohol studies 


"needs a lot of bright young 
researchers," said Rivers. 
"That's what we're trying to do 
at the University of Nebraska- 
Lincoln with our Ph.D. training 
program in alcoholism." 


Rivers, who joined the UNL 


staff last year, is one of three 
persons who came to the univer- 
sity psychology department un- 
der a grant from the National 
Institute of Alcoholism and 
Alcohol Abuse.

Tite grant pays half of Rivers' 


salary and the salaries of two 
researchers. 


Two courses — one graduate 


and one undergraduate — were 
taught this year, an extension of 
a start in the field begun just 
before Rivers' arrival by John 
North, director of the State Divi- 
sion on Alcoholism. 


"Our program hopefully will 


provide more psychologists 
(with alcoholism specialities) 
and we hope it will get other dis- 
ciplines interested," said Rivers. 


He noted that cooperation 


with other agencies, such as the 
State Division on Alcoholism, 
has been "going on for a con- 
siderable period of time." 


And he noted "community 


relations have been very help- 
ful." 


"The ability for university 


programs to work with state and 
local agencies depends on our 
ability to work together. 


"This school is an example," 


he said. 


The week-long seminar, which 


began Sunday, is featuring 
speakers and discussion leaders 
from around the nation. 


On Wednesday, the group 


heard for Howard Blane of the 
University of Pittsburgh and on 
Friday Louis Jolyon West of 
UCLA will address the group.

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AAUP Hits Wholesale Faculty Cutback* 
The state conference of the 


American Association of Univer- 
sity Professors (AAUP) said this 
week it has asked one of its at- 
torneys to "explore legal dimen- 
sions" of budgetary problems 
iaced by the State College 
system. 


In a prepared statement, 


AAUP President Lawrence 
Poston of Lincoln warned that 
"wholesale cutbacks in faculty 
(numbers) could be a tempting 
but dangerous solution." 


Poston noted that the State 


College Board has directed ad- 
ministrations at the four colleges 
to scrutinize the viability of 
programs in light of reduced tax 


funding and tuition income. 


One published report, he 


noted, said as many as one sixth 
of the 475 staff members at the 
colleges may be affected. 


When "individuals face 


prospective loss of their 
livelihoods, even effort must be 
made to assure fair treatment 
and to avoid arbitrary actions," 
said Poston. 


He said the AAUP has issued 


an "urgent plea" for supplemen- 
tal appropriations for the state 
colleges before the Legislature 
adjourns. 


•'If there is adequate time for 


rational planning and for ample 
notice to any faculty (members) 


who must seek positions 
elsewhere, damage to the in- 
stitutions and to the people can 
be minimized," said Poston. 


Poston also suggested that 


"the slowness of the state to 
develop a sound coordination 
plan for higher education has 
left the budgets of all sectors of 
higher education at the mercy of 
ad hoc pressures. 


"This is especially true of the 


state colleges," he said. 


Poston said the state colleges 


are "almost a disaster area," 
caught between the emerging 
two-year colleges and the 
University of Nebraska.

70-foot high refrigerated silo on 
a site northeast of Waverly to 
store the ammonia. Additional- 
ly, the firm wants to expand its 
underground caverns to store 
propane. 


The Tulsa. Okla. based com- 


pany is a carrier of propane and 
ammonia and transports the- 
products from Texas to distribu- 
tion points across the Midwest. 


Commission vice chairman 


Thelma Miller presented a letter 
from farm residents living in the 
area objecting to the company's 
entire operation 


'Noxious Odors' 


The residents contended that 


the faciltiy constitutes a public 
nuisance by emitting "noxious 


i 


odors" into the air. 


Commissioner Bob AUington 


said the commission should not 
delay action because of the 
nuisance complaint. 


"As far as creating a nuisance 


is concerned," he stated, "that 
location is probably just as good 
as any place. Let the EPA (En- 
vironmental Protection Agency) 
worry about it-" 


However. AUington said he 


was concerned over the safety of 
storing the ammonia in a 
refrigerated silo, adding- 
"Frankly, it scares me " 


He said his concern is not 


based on statistical evidence, but 
that he felt that it would be safer 
to store the fertilizer in 
pressurized tanks where there 
would be no problem with 
leakage 


Zoning Change OKd

Panel Asked To Ignore No-Fault Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 


Senate panel was asked 
Wednesday to disregard a study 
that suggests a federal no-fault 
insurance bill would result in 
substantial savings for 100 
million Americans 


The study, already in the 


hands of the Senate Commerce 
Committee, would be a major 
weapon in the no-fault fight 
where cost is a major issue 
Some industry actuaries have 
argued some federal no-fault 
bills could hike premiums 87 per 
cent. 


The study, ot projected effects 


of the federal no-fault bill in five 
states, was done by the actuary 
firm of Milliman and Robertson 
of Seattle, Wash., and Chicago 


At a hearing on the no-fault 


bill Wednesday James MacGin- 
nitie of the firm was set to 
testify 


Instead, Fred Kilbourne, who 


had worked with MacGinnitie on 
the study, appeared and asked 
the committee to disregard the 
study as tentative 


It was tentative, Kilbourne 


said, because he had not signed 


it and still had reservations. He 
would not elaborate as to what 
they were 
The bill of Sens Warren

Pablo Picasso's final paintings, 
201 unsigned, puzzling works 
from the last two years of his 
life, went on exhibit for the first 
time Wednesday 


The paintings at the Palace of 


the Popes, executed in the 
period from September 1970 to 
June 1972, were selected for 
exhibition by Picasso himself 
about a month before his death 
on April 8 at 91 


The moods and subjects

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Western Newsmen Enter Viet Cong Capital Of So. 


By NEAL ULEVKM 


LOC NINH, Vietnam 


The town nestles amid rubber 
trees just one hour's helicopter 
ride from Saigon. Its streets are 
muddy like any other South Viet- 
namese town in the monsoon 
season. Barefooted 
children 


wave and point at the foreigners 
passing by 


But here the similarities with 


the rest of the country end. Loc 
Ninh is in effect the Viet Cong 
capital of South Vietnam. The 
flags painted on doors have the 
yellow star against a background 
of red and blue. 


The soldiers guarding the old 


French airstrip that ends at a 
now-empty plantation swim- 
ming pool wear pith helmets and 
baggy green uniforms and 
carelessly carry Communist- 
made AK47s rifles as they amble 
along 


The vehicles are made in 


China, the ambulances are Rus- 
sian, and the motorcycles — a 
fixture now in Vietnamese rural 
life — are high-powered models 
driven across the nearby border 
from Cambodia. But in com- 
parison with the rest of South 
Vietnam, the cars are few, and 
bicycles and foot seem the chief 
means of transport. 


Loc Ninh fell into Communist 


hands in the 1972 offensive. 
Saigon forces were routed from 
the area overnight and never 
regained a foothold in the town 
they had held steadily up to that 
time. Now the nearest Saigon 
troops are about 10 miles away. 


Three Western newsmen, the 


first to enter the forbidden town 
since it fell to the Communists, 
were invited by the Viet Cong to 
Watch an investigation by the 
International Commission of 
Control and Supervision into 
alleged raids on the area along 
the Cambodia border by United 
States^and south Vietnamese air- 
craft. 


The peacekeepers flew in two 


helicopters to Loc Ninh 
Wednesday morning. 


A waving Viet Cong flag 


signaled where to land. About 20 
men, all in uniform, stepped out 
from grass huts under the rubber 
trees and invited the delegation 
'to sip tea in one of the shelters. 


A motorcade of Chinese-made 


vehicles brought the in- 
vestigating team to a wooden 
villa at one time owned by the 
director of the Loc Ninh planta- 
tion. A portrait of Ho Chi Minh 
smiled down on the district 
chairman of the Viet Cong, 
Pham Tran Thang, in an upstairs 
meeting room. 


Thang politely refused the 


request of the senior Canadian 
delegate. Col. James Morrow of 
Montreal, to allow South Viet- 
namese liaison officers to ac- 
company the peacekeepers on 
their mission. 


The motorcade then rolled 


nine miles north to the ruins of 
the village of Hoa Lu, past 
several Saigon armored per- 
sonnel carriers destroyed last 
year in the offensive and now 
stripped of their engines. Young 
men in floppy hats were cutting 
old rubber trees and dragging 
them to the roadside to feed a 
sawmill. 


A single wrecked truck, holed 


by shrapnel and rusted, lay at 


the roadside. The Viet Cong 
produced a man they said was 
the driver who told the delega- 
tion a jet strafed and destroyed 
his vehicle in mid-May. He could 
not identify the type of aircraft 
or nationality 


The Viet Cong then showed 


some alleged bomb craters, and 
escorted the group to a village 
where witnesses claimed jet 
strafing vibration had broken 
three table glasses. One woman, 
visibly upset, said the jets had 
strafed and destroyed her thatch 
hut. 


In each instance, Viet Cong of- 


ficials pressed the delegation for 
on-the-spot judgments. They 


asked, "Doesn't this prove 
aggression?" The delegation was 
noncommital. 


The peacekeepers were also 


taken to what used to be the 
French plantation hospital 
where about 20 patients claimed 
to be victims of air strafing. 


Among the curious population 


at a village called Loc Thanh just 
north of Loc Ninh were two 
Vietnamese Catholic nuns who 
stood before their run-down 
church and talked briefly with 
reporters in French. 


"Yes," .they said. Mass on 


Sundays is still held, just as it 
was before Communist control. 
A French priest, said one nun. 


still appears on Sunday to 
celebrate the service. 


The conversation with the 


nuns was interrupted by the 
start of a demonstration nearby • 
About 500 people appeared to 
present petitions to the visiting 
delegation 
The nuns dis- 


appeared, and Viet Cong of- 
ficials refused to allow newsmen 
to take any more pictures of the 
church. 


On the way back to Bien Hoa 


the helicopters flew low over a 
checkerboard of rubber trees 
and paddyfields. The peasants 
working in the fields didn't look 
up

Gray Panther Opposes 'Agism' 


BY CYNTHIA JOHNSON

Adding a new word — "agism" — to the 


lexicon of American social protest, Ms 
Margaret E 
Kuhn of Philadelphia. Pa. ad- 


dressed the annual meeting of the American 
Baptist Women Wednesday afternoon. 


Speaking on the topic "How We Keep Alive 


As Persons Through the Advancing Years." Ms 
Kuhn. who is one of the six founders of the Con- 
sultation of Older and Young Adults — popular- 
ly designated the "Gray Panthers" - defined 
agism as the tendency of individuals and society 
always to want the "newest model." 


When this tendency is applied to human 


beings, it results in the "youth fetish' that is so 
evident in the United States' today 
Value Newness Not Oldness 


"Agism permeates our Western culture and 


institutions 
Our technological society values 


newness, not oldness 
We value profits, 


productivity and efficiency, not people," 
observed the 68-year-old Ms Kuhn 


As a consequence of agism, old people - 


many of whom could be active and productive 
citizens — learn to overlook their vitality and 
potential contributions, and. according to Mrs 
Kuhn, "This self-hate is destructive of 
ourselves and is a loss to our society " 


However, with a note of optimism. Ms 


Kuhn stated that there is a new movement 
afoot, comprised of older people who are no 
longer willing to exist in the quiet submission 
expected of them 
Mood of New Movement 


The mood of this new movement is one of 


outrage, one of "anger against all things that 
hurt and deny human beings." said Ms Kuhn 


The Gray Panther Revolution is out 
to treat old age not as a disaster, but 
as the fulfillment of life-Ms. Kuhn 


Old people must learn to place value on 


themselves and ilpon their experience in turn, 
society must be made aware of the needs and 
the aspirations of the aged. However, she 
added. "It will take a monumental effort to turn 
this society around " 


Since its mention three years ago, the Gray 


Panthers, which has over 1,500 members 
nationwide, has worked to bring about reform 
in a variety of areas During Wednesday after- 
noon's address, and at a press conference held 
earlier. Ms Kuhn listed a number of these 
endeavors 


Reform Areas 


Working closely with Ralph Nader's 


Retired Professional Action Group (RPAG). the 
group has lobbied for pension reform on the 
local and national level. 
For a variety of 


reasons, "only one in ten people will receive the 
kind of pension benefits that they have been 
promised." noted Ms Kuhn By working with 
legislative bodies and employers, the Gray 
Panthers hope to change these statistics. 


The organization has also supported efforts 


to provide reduced-cost public transportation 
for the elderly, as well as legislation that would 
make job discrimination on the basis of age, il- 
legal 


Dealing specifically with the role of 


America's churches in the "Gray Revolution." 
Ms Kuhn stated that religious institutions are 
centers for a great deal of potential power 


She called for a "massive shift" away from 


service-oriented programs, and towards social 
and political action on the part of churches. 
Citing such examples as 'meals-on-wheels' and 
calling on the elderly Ms. Kuhn noted that they 
are important but that they fail to strike at the 
root of the problem 
"They do not empower 


the powerless." 


According to Ms. Kuhn. churches should 


reassess programs which are steeped with 
paternalism, and allow for more self- 
determination on the part of older members 


Margaret Kuhn 


She has* found that Golden Age Groups 


'"glorified playpens" in her estimation) are 
designed to keep old people safe and out of the 
way. The alleged beneficiaries of such groups 
are seldom consulted as to their wishes. They 
are simply brought together to play games that 
were designed for children,-and, treated like 
children, they often become just that. 


Much the same problem exists in retire- 


ment homes, many of which are supported by 
churches, stated Ms. Kuhn. Just as in the above 
instance, old people should have a voice jn the 
governing and planning that goes into such es- 
tablishments. "The liberation of the elderly 
implies self-determination and power in the in- 
stitutions that serve them." 


Use Riches 


Churches must attempt to make use of the 


"riches of the mind and spirit that exist in every 
retirement community," she continued. 


Ms. Kuhn also urged churches to take a look 


at retirement policies. "Mandatory retirement 
on the basis of age ought not to be permitted," 
she said. Rather, employees should be judged 
on the basis of standards such as performance, 
productivity and the ability to get along with 
others 


In order to help the elderly empower 


themselves, Ms Kuhn stated that the churches 
must sensitise themselves to what she considers 
to be the major needs of old people — an 
awareness of their own identity and integrity, 
confidence in their own experience; a commit- 
ment to larger goals that extend beyond per- 
sonal interests, an involvement in decision- 
making processes, and a community of support 
and understanding.

The Summer Before The Dark'

'Growing old for nearly everybody unless 


struck by disaster, the earth sliding away 
from under one's feet, water flooding a city, 
bombs destroying one's children and striking 
one's own heart into an indifference to 
living—growing old is a matter of years. You 
are young, and then you are middle-aged, 
but it is hard to tell the moment .of passage 
from one state to the next. Then you are old, 
but you hardly know when it happened. 
Changes have taken place—oh yes, vital 
ones—in your attitudes to those around you, 
but you are hardly aware of them, because 
the ice has ground so slowly down the valley. 
It is something like that for most people: I'm 
afraid I am not as young as I once was. But 
Kate Brown was going to get the whole thing 
over with in a few months." 
Thus the stage is set "for yet another novel 


about middle age This time, the author is Doris 
Lessing whose previous works include a number of 
novels (among them "Briefing for a Descent into 
Hell"), short stories, poems and plays 


In her latest endeavor, "The Summer Before 


the Dark" <Alfred A. Knopfi, Miss Lessing 
examines—not so much with despair as with a 
quiet rage—the phenomenon of the middle-aged, 
middle-class suburban housewife whose children 
have grown up and away, leaving an empty space in 
her life. 


The book's protagonist, Kate Browr), is an 


arch typical character Married to a successful 
neurologist, she resides in a caretully-mamcured 
south London home with said husband and -when 
they are not off on a trip or at college—her four 
children. She is well-groomed, well-educated 
(though not in the formal sense; she had chosen 
marriage instead of college), fluent in several 
languages, gracious—and miserable. 


During the past several years, she has come to 


the realization that, in her role as wife and 
mother—even as woman—she has, in a sense, been 
used Programmed to fit the stereotype; the needs 


and whims of others. Throughout her entire 
existence, from girlhood into womanhood, her 
lifestyle has been dictated by those around 
her—first, her elders, later, her husband and 
children 
• 


- ' 'She would be a base for members of the fami- 


ly coming home from university, or dropping in for 
a day or a week on their way somewhere else; she 
would housekeep for them, their friends, their 
friends' friends. She would be available, at 
everyone's disposal." 


The realization of a wasted Me becomes more 


acute, in fact, her world is shattered, when her hus- 
band accepts a four-month summer assignment in 
the United States and her children go their separate 
ways for several months of vacation. When it is 
decided that the house will be rented out for the 
summer, her final security vanishes. She is no 
longer needed. 


At her husband's urging, she accepts a tem- 


porary job as a translator and organizer of inter- 
national conferences. After that, she simply drifts. 
To Spain, then back to London where she lives 
among strangers, in rented rooms. 


Left alone, she agonizes over her condition, 


present and past: All of the years spent denying her 
selfhood, acquiring the appropriate vir- 
tues—"Patience. Self-discipline. Self-control. Self- 
abnegation. Chastity. Adaptability to others. 


And she realizes she is not, in a very significant 


sense, alone: "Kate had spent the morning walking 
slowly up and down 
taking in this truth, that the 


faces and movements of most middle-aged women 


• are those of prisoners or slaves 
That was what 


all those years of acquiring virtues had led to she 
and her contemporaries were machines set for one 
function, to manage and arrange and adjust and 
toresee and order and bother and worry and 
organize. To fuss." 


Kate's journey down the road to self- 


realization is excruciatingly painful, as it must be 
for anyone in a similar situation. The author's por- 
trayal of her heroine's dilemma is precise and 
courageous. 


She has succeeded- in transmitting to the 


reader a growing feeling of anger and confusion 
And she has struck upon a universal theme—one 
that has been used increasingly by authors in re- 
cent years, but seldom with as much insight and 
sensitivity as that exhibited by Miss Lessing.

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City And County Officials Laud Report Urging Consolidation 
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By LYNN ZERSCHLJNG

City and county elected of- 


ficials lauded a wide ranging 
report released Wednesday 
urging consolidation of 
governmental services within 
the next ten years. 


Both 
Mayor 
Sam 


Schwartzkopf and County Board 
chairman Robert Colin said they 
thought* the study conducted by 
a San Francisco based planning 
firm is a "good report." 


"We've come a long way," the 


mayor said. "But, we've got a 
long way to go to implement the 
recommendations made in this 
report." 


Colin said the report should 


"open up a lot of peoples' eyes 
and bring out many things the 
average citizen hasn't realized." 


The 109-page study by Arthur 


D. Little, Inc., calls for a 
sweeping revamping of present 
government operations by 
merging the city and county into 
one "unicipality " 


That unicipality — to be 


known as the City and County of 
Lincoln-Lancaster — would 
succeed the present city and 


county government, some of the 
special districts within the coun- 
ty and conceivably, the incor- 
porated villages. 


Not Prepared 
Although the consultants are 


strongly recommending such a 
consolidation, they warn that 
neither the city nor the county 
are prepared for complete 
reorganization of services at this 
time. 


Instead,.the consultants state 


that such a merger would be 
feasible within a decade. 


City Council chairwoman 


Helen Boosalis told The Star that 
the council will discuss the 
report and determine what ac- 
tion to take on the report's 
recommendations at a special 


1 meeting next Tuesday morning. 


Mrs. Boosalis stated, "Really, 


the changes recommended are 
not that radical. I just hope it 
(the report) doesn't draw dust on 
the shelf." 


Councilman Bob Sikyta agreed 


that there is "nothing new and 
startling in this report. It's simp- 
ly telling us to be more efficient, 
cut out duplication and combine 
where we can." 


Councilman Max Denney 


'acknowledged that the changes 
recommended could not be done 
"overnight" 


However, he said, "In this 


time of inflation, if it's possible 
to cut down on the cost of 
government — yet not hurt ef- 
ficiency—then we should do it" 


Another newly-elected city 


lawmaker. John Robinson, 
agreed that implementation of 
the report will take time and will 
require the "smoothing out" of 
relationships between the city 
and county 
<Councilwoman Sue Bailey said 
that just the fact that the city, 
county and a private group, the 
Lincoln Foundation, got 
together to undertake the study 
in the first place, sets a good 
precedent for future coopera- 
tion. 


Specifically, the report 


recommends the upgrading of 
county government administra- 
tion to improve its services by.

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Dedication Yields Pike 


Larry Malley is one of those absolutely dedicated 


anglers. The type that is quite willing to sit on a river 
bank or in a boat on a lake for hours on end without even 
a nibble just on the off-chance that he will catch 
something. 


And that's just what Larry, a retired Chicago- 


Northwestern railroad worker, does in his sjtare time — 
that is, whenever he can sneak away from his wife Bea. 


"She'.s always got something she wants me to do," 


the fife-long Lincoln resident says. "Usually it's just 
puttering around the yard. I'd rather be out fishing. 


"Until I retired a couple of years ago, I never had the 


time to do as much fishing as I wanted to, but now I go 
every chance I can." 


Malley caught his first pike of the year, a northern, 


just off the weeds in a cove at Branched Oak Lake north 
of Malcolm after spending a week having to settle for a 
little crappie fishing toward evening just so he'd have 
something to show, his wife when he came home. 


"I knew there were pike there," Malley says. "But I 


just hadn't found the right combination needed to get 
them out of those weeds." 


"Strange7 Combination Works 


When he did find the right combination, he pulled, in 


a 13 pound, 6 ounce northern then rapidly caught a 10- 
pounder, nine and twelve in that order. 


"I had been using all those different kind of Mepps 


and Rapalas and even tried a few Johnson spoons, but 
those pike weren't having any of it," he explains. "So 
then I just took a hook and put a chub on it and threw it 
in. I lip hook the chub 'cause I think they'll swim better 
that way." 


And that was the right combination. Just a simple 


chub on a hook. Before, the walleyes were hitting on 
rapalas. Bright, fluorescent ones that floated until a 
weight was attached to the end to take it below the sur- 
face. As a matter-of-fact, that's all they were hitting on. 
Chubs and minnows left them dead. 


But Malley couldn't get the northerns to take any of 


the artificial ones so he went back to live bait. 


"If I'd had any sense at all, I would've done it 


sooner," he growls. "I've always done better fishing with 
live bait than I have with artificials. But I keep trying 
them darn things 'cause everyone tells me how well they 
work and how much fun they are. 


"The fun." he continues, "is in catching the fish. It 


doesn't make a damn how you do it, but you gotta catch 
the fish to have fun You can throw those little lures out 
there all you want, but you ain't gonna have fun until you 
catch something on them. 


"That's why I decided to try live bait." he said. "I 


had already tried everything else I'm gonna use live bait 
now until they stop biting on that. Then I'll try artificials 
again. Why should I change from a good thing?" 


A lot of people, he says, think it's more sporting to 


fish with artificials only. 


"They say that any fool can catch something on live 


bait," he smiles. "Maybe they're right. It may be more 
sporting, but I'm catching the fish And that's what I go 
fishing for " 


Enough said.

Washington — Big' brother is always 


watching, always listening in the sports broad- 
casting business 


Big brother, a league official, in this 


case, had his ear to the radio one night a few 
years ago when Hank Greenwald, doing the 
play-by-play for the Golden State Warriors, 
criticized the performance of the referees. 


Informed of the transgression. National 


Basketball Association commissioner Walter 
Kennedy fined the Warriors $500. 


Kennedy had precedent on his side Owners 


and commissioners have been freely exercising 
censorship powers since the earliest days of 
sportscastmg. when Judge Kennesaw Mountain 
Landis barred Ted Husing after Husing second- 
guessed the umpires during the 1934 World 
Series 


Another pioneer, Bill Stern, was threatened 


with dismissal after he described a dirty 
prizefight as a dirty prizefight, and Graham 
McNamee was constrained to broadcast one 
rain-deluged Rose Bowl game without a single 
reference to the moisture. 


So Kennedy's action was merely consistent 


with the actions of those who went before. But 
the fine was also significant in Kennedy's frank 
assumption that the announcer is simply a tool 
of the club. 


Thus, in the commissioner's view. 


Warriors' owner Franklin Mieuli was responsi- 
ble for any crimes his team's announcer might 
commit against official league fantasy 


Unfortunately for listeners who want com- 


plete and accurate information, the relationship 
between team and local announcer is every bit 
as symbiotic as the Warriors-Greenwald fine 
would indicate. 


Often there is not even the slightest 


pretense of independence. This is especially 
true in the NBA. in whichlODf the 17 teams hire 
announcers directly and pay their salaries. In 


major league baseball 10 of the 24 teams hire 
their own announcers. Some others are 
employed by breweries or broadcasting stations 
owned by the team owner Most football and 
hockey broadcasters are paid by stations an- 
dadvertising agencies. 


But regardless of who signs the paycheck, 


the owners retain absolute control of the 
presentation. Every team in every sport 
reserves the contractual right to veto an an- 
nouncer selected by a local station or agency. 


Under these circumstances, it's clear what 


choice the announcer must make between the 
public's interest and the team's. Nicholas John- 
son of the Federal Communications Commis- 
sion sees a need to make this fact explicit on 
each broadcast. 


"One way to deal with it is to cut it out." he 


said "Another is to tell the audience Let's say. 
it they came on and said, 'And now, here's 
another Yankees production' instead of playing 
the National Anthem." 


Of course, some announcers reject the 


"house man" image. Harry Caray, late of the St 
Louis Cardinals and the Oakland A's, now in his 
third year with the Chicago White Sox, sees 
himself in a different perspective 


"Announcers who are beholden to their 


employers are bad announcers," he said. "My 
, employer is the fan." 


In spirit, perhaps On paper, Caray's 


employer is the Chicago White Sox. His first two 
contracts give a clearer picture of just how un- 
beholden he has been. 


Those agreements included a bonus clause 


earning Caray $10.000 for every 100,000 paid ad- 
missions over a certain figure. In two years he 
pumped the Sox1 successfully enough to make 
about $50.000 above his saory 


"The announcer wants the success of the 


club as much as the owner," Caray conceded 
later in the interview. 


Often, in fact, the announcer has a double 


umbilical cord to the team. Los Angeles Lakers' 
announcer Chick Hearn is one of the several 
basketball broadcasters who are club officials in 


other capacities Johnny Pesky, color man for 
the Boston Red Sox. is also their hitting instruc- 
tor 
Notre Dame football radio broadcasts 


feature Moose Krause. athletic director, and 
Southern California uses publicity man Don 
Anderson 


Arrangements like that are effective at 


keeping objectivity in its place At any rate care 
is always exercized in managing the message 
that is turned loose on the airways 


"At the Yankees, Bob Fisehel, the PR man, 


sat in the press box with earphones," said Red 
Barber, who was fired for defying censorship. 
"Every couple of innings he was throwing his 
weight around, telling you what he wanted you 
to say." 


Merle Harmon, now with the Minnesota 


Twins, was banished some years ago from the 
Kansas City A's for refusing to be owner Charles 
Fmley'N conduit Fmley ordered him to ridicule 
a local sportswnter on the air. "I didn't do it," 
Harmon said, "And that cooked my goose as far 
as working for him " 


Caray. himself, was pressured to manage 


the news when he was with St. Louis "They 
thought they could try to make a guy popular or 
unpopular," he said "They thought when Ed- 
die Stanky was booed there ought to be 
something I could do to keep the fans from 
hearing it on the air, like turning down the 
microphone " 


Bob Neal, who used to work for the 


Cleveland Indians, recalls that if he inadvertent- 
ly mentioned something unflattering, "I was 
likely to get a memo. If it was cold, I might say, 
"If you're coming down here bring a coat.' I got 
static for that. Or if I gave a pitcher's record 
that was on the down side." 


And things are still the same with the 


Yankees When the delicate problem arose of 
handling baseball's most significant human in- 
terest story in decades, the Kekich-Petersen 
family swap, the New York broadcast team 
knew just what to do. 


"We have never mentioned it on the air," 


said Frank Messer 


Front office tlbctrine, hi short, is that 


anything that could somehow be construed as a 
threat to ticket sales is taboo. Any distortion for 
exaggeration that might increase the flow 
through the turnstiles is encouraged. 


And manv announcers feel comfortable 


fulfilling the role of salesman even if it does 
mean accentuating the positive and eliminating 
the negative 


The game itselt needs selling," said Bob 


Elson a 38-year veteran with the Chicago White 
Sox jnd Oakland A s 'I thought it was natural 
to sell tickets That s part ot the pitch 


Curt Gowdy, now NBC's top man, was a 


local broadcaster tor years with the Boston Red 
Sox "Sure I did promos," he said, "But done 
right, it's a service. I didn't look at it as being a 
shill. Instead ot hitting them over the head I'd 
point out special days coming up and try to 
build up the opponents. Sure, it was 
salesmanship, but it was always interesting." 


Interesting or not. that is just the sort of 


conduct frowned upon by the Code of Good 
Practices of the National Association of Broad- 
casters, a set of standards most stations volun- 
tarily agree to abide by 


Insincere testimonials are banned and the 


broadcaster is given an affirmative duty to "be 
vigilant in protecting the audience from decep- 
tive program practices " 


Program-length commercials are also 


proscribed by the. NAB Code, yet the way many 
local sports broadcasts are conducted, they can 
only be construed as start-to-finish adver- 
tisements, and not particularly honest ones at 
that. If the listener thinks he's 
getting 


something governed by the standards of news 
and public affairs, he's wrong. 


• If you want to be a reporter at all, you're 


lust hamstrung, 
said Bob Gamere, another

The victim was identified as 


Donald Wallingford, 45. Fre- 
mont, Neb . who was driving the 
car that slammed into the rear of 
the semi-trailer truck The 
straight truck then crashed into 
the rear of the Wallingford car. 
shoving it underneath the semi 
Wallingford. who was traveling 
alone, was pronounced dead on 
arrival at an Omaha hospital 


Of those injured, four were 


treated and released from the 
Missouri Valley hospital, two 
declined treatment and four 
remained hospitalized in what a 
hospital spokeswoman called 
satisfactory condition 


Steinback said traffic was 


backed up on the four-lane 
highway "better than two mites" 
while crews labored to clear the 
wreckage 
Steinback. State 


Patrolman Larry Colglazier. also 
of Missouri Valley, a passing 
doctor and a registered nurse 
rendered first aid at the scene. 


Steinback said those
